- RUSSIA 

Interfax reports that Prime Minister Vladimir Putin has said that Russia should 
restore its influence in Cuba and in other countries. Putin said that after 
Deputy Prime Minister Igor Sechin had briefed Putin about his meeting with 
President Raul Castro of Cuba. I wonder if this means that Russia will be using 
the SIGINT facilities on the island again. 


- CIA 

A new book concerning the CIA was published in June 2008. The title of the book 
is "SPYCRAFT - The secret History of the CIA's SPYTECHS from Communism to 
Al-Qaeda" by Wallace, Melton, Schlesinger and Tenet. ISBN 978-0-525-94980-0

Robert mailed me that he found a reference in this book about numbers stations. 
He writes "This is the only book by former CIA personnel that I am aware of that 
acknowledges that CIA was responsible for some of the HF numbers broadcasts. The 
book contains several references to numbers stations. For instance on page 37 
"agent receive communications" are introduced. The following is a direct quote 
from the book. "These encoded messages, known as OWVL, were broadcast over 
shortwave frequencies at predetermined times from a CIA operated transmitter in 
Western Europe. Penkovsky listened to these messages on a Panasonic radio - 
strings of numbers read in a dispassionate voice - and then decoded them using 

a one time pad."

Before I get to the military logs, first an interesting question from Trond. 

He writes that he has heard a number of strategic flash messages to RDL on 20-8, 
all using codeword "PODAROK". This codeword, and the not so frequent used 
codeword "USTRELINA", are possibly connected to some activities of the Russian 
Nuclear forces. Trond submits the following samples: 


At 0856 UTC this message was broadcasted on 18.1 kHz: 
"xxx xxx rdl rdl 21856 podarok 01 1325 220 090 1226 00 1310 345 090 1326 k" 


Then at 0910 UTC, almost an identical message, but with a small difference: 
"xxx xxx rdl rdl 21856 podarok 01 1325 220 090 1226 00 1310 345 090 1226 k" 


This message was followed by "xxx xxx" and a long message using Bee 36/50 (T1600) 
Then later at 0929 UTC, a repeat order, in words identical to the 0910 UTC 
broadcast: 

"xxx xxx rdl rdl 21856 podarok 01 1325 220 090 1226 00 1310 345 090 1226 k" 


Later followed up by the regular final broadcast format when "PODAROK" is used: 
"xxx xxx rdl rdl 05706 podarok 01 1065 170 045 1343 02 1350 160 100 1343 k" 


The 5FG number has changed. Addresses or codesets are changed from 01 and 00 to 
Q@1 and 02. Trond was not able to verify which HF channels were used in parallel 
to the VLF broadcast. 


Fritz reacted to Trond's mail with this answer: "Looking trough my log I find 
that most of the PODAROK messages to be observed in spring and even more often 
in early autumn, coincidence or strategic messages connected to the forthcoming 
winter conditions in arctic Russia?? As my ELF observations are not 24/7 I am 
not able not verify that PODAROK could be connected to ELF transmitter ZEVS on 
the Kola peninsula, but this facility went off air for a number of weeks last 
time PODAROK messges was monitored. But this is a VERY LOOOONG shot and most 
likely just a(nother) coincidence. :-)" 


All feedback on the "PODAROK" mystery is very welcome.

:: SATELLITES 


Thousands of satellites are in orbit today. They are used for Radio, TV, 
navigation (GPS), weather predictions, communications, espionage, etc. They are 
owned and used by governments, military, universities and commercial enterprises. 
It is an interesting area for many dxers. You do not always need a satellite dish 
or fancy equipment to listen to these birds. Especially the LEO (Low-Earth 
Orbiting) satellites are rather easy to catch. Most of them are so-called polar 
orbiters, meaning that they are flying over the poles, from north to south or 
the other way around. Many LEO satellites are using downlink frequencies in the 
VHF or UHF bands <500 MHz. A simple scanner and a table discone antenna are 
usually enough to hear these satellites. I have mentioned the Russian GONETS 
system earlier in this column. Here is an update and call for help. 


The GONETS LEO (Low-Earth Orbiting) System is global data relay system comprised 
of LEO satellites, low-cost gateway stations and a fleet of highly portable 
subscriber terminals for government (military) and commercial use. Russian 
telecommunications company Gonets SatCom, states that the system can be used for 
environmental monitoring (geodesy, hydrogy, meteorology), data gathering, control 
of electric grid, oil-wells, pipe-lines, disaster-stricken, isolated area 
communications, etc. 


History. 

Strela-3 (Russian for "Arrow") was a second generation of strategic store-dump 
military communications satellite. Development of this generation to replace the 
first generation Strela-1M and Strela-2M satellites began in 1973. A civilian 
version of the Strela-3 is offered as the Gonets-D series, which shared some 
launches with Strela-3 satellites. The Gonets system was originally offered to 
support international health organizations to meet their global communications 
needs for the transfer of medical data and records to remote sites. 


Current situation. 

The current Gonets (Russian for "Messenger") system comprises 18 satellites in 2 
orbital planes, and the system is planned to grow to 36 satellites in 6 orbital 
planes once the market is established. One set of 8 satellites entered the 
incorrect orbit and its plane will drift with respect to the others. Some of the 
satellites carry digital Store and Forward payloads. 


With earlier launches of two 250kg prototype Gonets-D satellites in 1993 and 
three more Gonets-D1 in 1995, a further three satellites were launched in 1996 
at a height of 1400km inclined at 82.5 degrees. Another similar launch of six 
satellites took place in early 1997. Each of these later two launches also 
included three similar satellites to make up a similar military constellation. 
A 1998 launch placed six satellites in a slightly different orbit due to 
launcher problems. 


The Gonets system includes 2 generations of satellites, the Gonets-D1 series and 
its successor, the Gonets-D1M series. There are also a large number of military 
Gonets active under the name Cosmos. The current Gonets system ground 
infrastructure includes a Net Control Center in Moscow, three Gateway Stations 
in Moscow, Krasnoyarsk (Syberia) and Sakhalin (Far East), and regional relays 
stations in Alma-Aty (Kazakhstan) and Murmansk (Far North).

Note that both GONETS systems and the military variant are sending an 
identification bliep every minute.

Another frequency that is used by so far unid Gonets/Cosmos satellites (or 
others) is 261.0375 MHz. We still have no idea which satellites are using this 
frequency. An interesting fact is that Cosmos 2337, 2338 and 2339 are often 
within range when the bursts are heard, but not always. Assuming that we're 
hearing those 3 satellites, an additional 3 or 4 other satellites must be 
using it too.
